The application has been amended as follows: 

Page 3, line 14, "surface 56" has been changed to - surface 55 -. 

Claims 1,13 and 21, line 17, - of said first connection part - have been inserted 
after " rib". 

The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: an external threaded surface 55 should be shown in the 
drawings and formal drawings should be submitted. In order to avoid abandonment of 
the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-24 are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest a locking sleeve with a first end and a second end, 
each of the ends having a lip projection, the lip at the second end being fixedly received 
within the recessed notch in the rib of the hollow second connecting part, wherein the 
axial movement of the locking sleeve in one direction being limited by abutment of the

externally projecting annular rib of the first connecting part and said inwardly projecting 
lip on the first end of the locking sleeve, thereby preventing disassembly of the first 
connecting part and the second connecting part as set forth in the claimed combination.
